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i, On the afternoon of 11 September North Korean troops (units unstated) 
were moving from Waegwan (128-28, 36-00), toward Sindong (128-30, 
35-58). On the line from Tabu«dong (1.2832, 36-02), Kisong=dong 
(unlocated), and Todok~aan (128-36, 36-00), 2,000 North Korean troops 
on ll September suffered casualties of one third of their men from 
UN air and artillery attacks, 


2. A large (undetermined) nuaber of North Korean troops in regular army 
uniforms carrying heavy cross-strapped packs of unknown supplies 
were observed on 7-8 September at Kamchon railway station, On the. 
night of 58 September 100 North Korean personnel. in the same uniforms 
and with the same equipment were near Hill 706 (approximately 12810, 
36-06) between Kumchon and Waegwan, moving toward the front at a 
half=run. There were three ox carts and one truck in the same area 
at the same time. 
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
